‘Srarement or Onsrcts and Reasons. 


Experience has shown certain defects in the 
existing law which regulates the emigration of 
“aborers to the ten-producing districts, Bengal 
‘Act IL of 1870, The recruiters are not brought 
under sufficient control ; the intention of the law 
is evaded by the removal of emigrants from the 
districts in which they are recruited without 
registration, and without the exeention of any 
contract ; the position of the time-expired laborer 
js obscurely defined ; there is no provision which 
enables the Government to remove imported 
Yaborers from gardens in which the rate of 
mortality is very hight; and the labor transport 
fund is unable to pay the cost of the establish- 
ment which is maintained for the supervision of 
emigration and the protection of imported 
laborers, 


The rales affecting garden-sirdars are incon- 
yeniently mixed up in the Act with those which 
yelate to contractors’ recruiters ; and the arrange- 
ment of it in Parts and Chapters will materiolly 
aid rsons concerned in the application of its 
Neither Act IL of 1870 nor any other 
enactment provides a general law for the regula- 
tion of contracts of labor and service. The object

When the Government of Bengal proposed 
that three-fourths of the charge of the River 
Police should be paid out of port revenues, the 
Port Commissioners. agreed on certain conditions, 
one being that the net proceeds realized from 
the registration of. cargo and  passenger-bouts 
should be made over to them, 


To this condition the Government of Bengal, 
with the concurrence of the Government of India, 
so far as the condition referred to cargo-boats, 
assented charges of registration being also trans 
ferred. At present the law requires that eargo- 
boats shall be registered by the Collector of Cus- 
toms, and passenger-boats by the Commissioner 
of Police; but itis considered advisable to amalga- 
mate the establishments employed upon these 
duties, and to place them under the Port Com- 
missioners as Conservators of the Port of Caleutta, 
‘The object of the present Bill is simply to remove 
the legal difficulty in the way of the proposed 
amalgamation. ‘
